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Prairies  covered  with  dense  grass,  soil  damp  and 
swampy,  an  abundance  of  wild  animals  and  ser- 
pents! This  a  hundred  odd  years  ago  was  the  land 
that  was  to  become   Flora. 

From  this  uninviting  and  forbidding  territory 
the  early  settlers  of  Flora,  with  sweat  and  toil,  and 
great  determination,  hewed  the  foundation  of  a 
new  settlement,  one  that  was  destined  to  grow  till 
it  became  the  "Garden  Spot  of  Little  Egypt",  and 
the  best  spot  on  earth  to  many  people. 

The  real  beginning  of  Flora  occurred  in  Febru- 
ary 1854,  when  the  town  was  laid  out,  surveyed, 
and  plotted.  This  work  was  done  by  Ethelred 
Nixon,  who  was  county  surveyor,  John  Brown,  of 
the  concern  of  Songer,  Camp,  and  Company,  and 
Samuel  White.  The  original  townsite  had  an  area 
of  85  acres. 

The  name  Flora  was  selected  for  a  twin  purpose. 
A  member  of  the  firm  of  Songer,  Camp  and  Co. 
had  a  very  lovely  daughter  named  Flora.  The  name 
was  chosen  as  an  honor  to  her  and  for  the  many 
wild  flowers  which  grew  in  great  abundance  on 
the  town  site. 


All  of  the  land  upon  which  the  original  town 
was  built  belonged  to  Samuel  White.  Of  the  orig- 
inal 85  acres.  White  deeded  one-half  interest  in  40 
acres  to  John  Brown.  The  purpose  was  to  get 
Brown's  support  in  the  selection  of  Flora  as  the 
site  of  the  railroad's  depot.  White  and  Brown 
sold  their  first  lots  at  a  private  sale  and  such  men 
as  Sol  Finch,  George  Harter,  and  George  Gunn 
bought  property. 

The  first  house  in  Flora  was  located  on  the  land 
now  occupied  by  the  First  National  Bank  and  it 
belonged  to  Samuel  White.  The  first  house  built 
in  Flora  after  its  founding  was  a  frame  home  erect- 
ed just  west  of  White's  cabin. 

A  store  owned  by  Samuel  White,  in  which  he 
sold  general  merchandise,  was  the  first  business 
in  Flora.  He  later  sold  the  business  to  Sol  Finch, 
who  soon  took  George  Harter  as  a  partner.  When 
Finch  died  White  rejoined  the  firm  as  a  partner  of 
Harter.  The  eld  store  was  on  the  site  now  occu- 
pied by  the  Throgmorton-Powless   Drug  store. 

Other  early  businesses  were  started  by  Gunn 
and  Sons,  and  the  Kenner  Brothers.  The  Gunns 
did   business   in   an   establishment  on   what   is   now 
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FLORA  PURE  MILK  CO. 

FLORA'S  ONLY  HOME  OWNED  DAIRY,  es- 
tablished in  1930  by  Lawrence  McCommons 
and  Lester  Garver,  is  now  the  oldest  industry 
in  Flora  continuously  operated  by  the  same 
owners.  Next  year  this  plant  will  be  25  years 
old. 

It  has  paid  over  two  million  dollars  to  farmers 
and  employees. 

When  you  buy  dairy  products  from  this  plant 
you  are  contributing  to  the  continued  pros- 
perity of  the  farmers  and  workers  of  Flora 
and   surrounding   community.

CUNNINGHAM  ' 

The  name  that  has  been  in  the  Jewelry  busi- 
ness in  two  adjoining  buildings  for  88  con- 
secutive years.  John  Cunningham  founded  the 
Cunningham  Jewelry  store  in  1866.  His  son, 
Charles,  went  to  work  for  him  at  the  age  of 
18  in  1888,  and  in  1896  purchased  the  busi- 
ness continuing  in  the  same  building  as  a 
Jeweler.  His  son,  Rexford  J.  helped  him  dur- 
ing his  school  years  and  in  1913  purchased 
the  Book  Store  next  door,  immediately  adding 
several  new  lines  including  Jewelry.  For  SB 
years  the  name  Cunningham  has  served  this 
community  in  the  Jewelry  and  Optometry 
business,  R.  J,  Cunningham  continuing  the 
Op'ometry  business  since  1924.  We  are 
proud  of  that  record,  and  humbly  grateful  to 
each  and  everyone  who  has  helped  to  make 
it  a  success.  We  are  proud  to  take  part  in 
Flora's  Centennial  by  being  the  name  in  the 
same  business  in  the  same  location  for  88 
consecutive  years. 

MR.  and  MRS.   R.  J.  CUNNINGHAM. 
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the  corner  of  North  avenue  and  Elm  street.  It  was 
a  combination  store  and  pest  office.  The  first 
meeting  held  in  Flora,  after  its  incorporation,  was 
held   at   the   Cunns. 

The  first  store  in  Flora  to  sell  groceries  only 
was  opened  by  Robert  Medley. 

In  1855  Samuel  White  opened  the  first  hotel  in 
Flora,  a  place  known  as  the  Old  Major  House. 
After  numerous  changes  in  ownership  it  became 
the  property  of  the  Majors  in  1859.  In  1872  they 
built  a  new  building  and  added  an  addition  in 
1882.  The  Greyhound  Post  House  now  occupies 
the  land  on  which  the  Major  House  stood.  Samuel 
White  also  had  the  first  boarding  house,  livery 
stable,  and  blacksmith  shop  to  be  found  in  Flora. 

The  population  of  Flora  in  1856  was  approxi- 
mately 100  persons. 

In  about  1857  Flora  was  incorporated  by  general 
law  and  in  1867  it  received  a  special  charter  from 
the  state  legislature.  The  election  to  determine 
the  citizens  stand  for  or  against  incorporation  was 
not  held  until  December  30,  1859.  The  vote  was 
39  for  incorporation  and    16  against. 


The  first  election  of  a  president  and  board  of 
trustees  for  the  town  of  Flora  was  held  at  the  loca' 
schoolhouse  on  January  1  1,  1860.  There  were  36 
votes  cast  and  26  different  people  received  votes. 
N.  A.  Eddy  was  elected  president  and  C.  W.  Foster, 
H.  C.  Cunn,  and  S.  D.  Heap  were  named  as  trus- 
tees. 

The  board  held  its  first  m.eeting  at  the  Cunn 
and  Son's  storehouse.  At  this  meeting  they  select- 
ed the  various  officers  to  run  the  town  and  drew 
up  the  first  10  ordinances  the  town  ever  had. 
George  Drummond  was  appointed  constable  and 
collector  of  revenue,  John  T.  Drummond  was  nam- 
ed assessor  and  treasurer,  and  E.  P.  Turner  was 
made   superintendent  of   streets. 

Flora  took  on  great  economic  stature  with  the 
completion  of  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  (now  the 
B  &  O)  railroad  in  1857.  It  made  Flora  the  shop- 
ping center  of  the  area  as  merchants  from  the  sur- 
rounding communities  had  to  come  to  Flora  for 
the  purchase  of  their  supplies.  When  the  north- 
south  line,  the  Springfield  and  Illinois  Southeastern 
Railway  was  built  it  cost  Flora  much  of  the  busi- 
ness from  the  surrounding  territory  but  the  added

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revenue  from  the  railroad  more  than  made  up  for 
it. 

When  the  dispatcher's  office  was  moved  to  Flora, 
George  Harter  was  made  the  first  station  agent. 
The  building  of  the  depot  was  the  idea  of  J.  F. 
Adduddell,  during  the  time  he  was  agent.  The 
depot  was  built  from  the  liberal  subscriptions  of 
local  citizens  and  was  later  purchased  by  the  rail- 
road. The  original  depot  was  what  is  now  the  B 
&  O  freight  house.  The  present  depot  was  built 
in    1916-17. 

The  first  schoolhouse  was  built  in  Flora  in  1855 
and  was  a  log  cabin.  Its  location  was  at  the  spot 
where  Route  45  now  turns  north.  A  second  school 
was  built  in  1856  and  a  third  in  May  of  1865. 
This  third  school  building  was  on  land  now  occu- 
pied by  the  C.  O.  Stanford  home  on  East  Second 
street.  In  August  of  1875  work  was  begun  on  the 
south  building  of  McEndree  school  and  work  was 
completed  in  November.  This  building  is  still  in 
use 

The  first  high  school  class  was  organized  and 
studies  begun  in  1876.  The  first  class  graduated 
in    1  879  and  had  five  members.

The  first  public  library  was  started  in  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  1  870  and  was  made  possible  by  the 
$10  contributions  of  various  civic  minded  citizens. 
The  people  of  Flora  sponsored  many  social 
functions  to  raise  money  for  the  library  and  also 
donated  books.  The  present  building  was  erected 
in   1903  with  the  aid  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation. 

On  March  9,  1867,  the  people  of  Flora  voted 
the  adoption  of  a  charter  and  two  days  later,  on 
March  1  1 ,  the  first  election  for  a  mayor  of  Flora 
was  held.  F.  D.  Stephenson  was  the  winner  and 
was  therefore  the  first  mayor  the  town  of  Flora 
ever  had. 

The  first  official  census  of  the  town  was  ordered 
taken  on  June  18,  1865.  Completed  on  June  25 
of  the  same  year  it  indicated  a  total  of  943  people 
living  in  Flora. 

The  first  church  to  be  organized  within  the  city 
was  the  First  Baptist  church.  It  began  to  hold 
worship  services  in  March  of  the  year  1854.  In 
October  of  the  same  year  they  began  work  on  a 
building  on  land  donated  by  Samuel  White.  It 
was   not   completed    until    1859.      The   church    has

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been  located  in  the  same  spot  since  its  first  build- 
was  completed. 

Just  before  the  turn  of  the  century,  Ebner  Ice 
and  Cold  Storage  Co.  moved  into  Flora,  and  it  was 
the  first  major  industry  to  settle  in  this  commun- 
ity.   Their    present   building   was    erected    in    1903. 

In  1905  the  first  car  made  its  appearance  on  the 
streets  of  Flora.  It  was  a  two  cylinder  Ford  and 
was  the  proud  possession  of  John  Borders. 

The  banking  business  started  in  Flora  in  1876 
when  Dr.  B.  F.  Cunningham  opened  an  etablish- 
ment.  In  1868  he  took  George  Harter  in  as  a 
partner.  The  original  business  was  known  as  the 
"Savings  Bank  and  was  the  only  such  institution  in 
Flora  "till  1869.  Then  Kenner  and  Rider  started 
doing  a  general  banking  business  and  in  1871  sold 
out  to  L.  F.  Wilson  &  Co.  The  bank  was  then  call- 
ed the  Clay  County  Bank.  It  was  re-organized  as 
a  National  bank  and  received  its  charter  in  April, 
1872. 

Elmwood  cemetery  had  its  first  burial  in  1854 
when  the  infant  son  of  Amos  and  Sarah  Willson 
was  laid  to  rest  in  what  was  then  a  corn  field.

The  first  baby  boy  born  in  Flora  was  George  H. 
Russell,  born  in  1854.  The  first  girl,  also  born  in 
1854,  was  Hattie  White. 

In  1900  the  city  passed  an  ordinance  for  the 
establishment  of  a  water  system.  On  November 
13,  1  901 ,  ordinance  84  was  passed,  it  being  a  more 
complete  plan  for  the  development  of  Flora  utili- 
ties. It  empowered  the  Flora  Light  and  Water  Co. 
TO  establish  a  light  plant  and  to  operate  a  sysem 
of  water  works. 

In  1898  Flora's  first  telephone  system  was  in- 
stalled. It  was  owned  by  T.  J.  Friend  and  its 
headquarters  was  in  the  rear  of  his  grocery  store. 
The  location  is  the  building  of  the  store  now  occu- 
pied by  R.  J.  Cunningham.  The  service  moved 
twice,  first  to  the  second  floor  of  the  original 
building  and  then  to  the  second  floor  of  the  First 
National   Bank  building. 

On  February  15,  1911,  a  franchise  was  granted 
the  Flora  Telephone  Co.  The  franchise  was  for 
20  years.  In  1931  a  franchise  was  granted  the 
Illinois  Commercial  Telephone  Co.  The  telephone 
system  is  now  the  property  of  the  General  Tele- 
phone Co.

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The  city  of  Flora  adopted  the  commission  form 
cf  government  in   1915,  on  May  3. 

By  1912  there  were  two  theatres  in  operation 
in  Flora.  One  was  the  Opera  House,  the  other  the 
Casino.  The  Casino  was  the  first  to  show  moving 
pictures.     The  Orpheum  theatre  was  built  in  1921. 

The  City  Hall,  which  houses  all  functions  of  city 
government  was  built  in  1904,  although  extensive 
remodeling  was  done   in  the   late  '40s. 

Two  ward  grade  schools  were  erected  in  1906 
and  the  high  school  was  built  in  1912.  The  north 
building  of  McEndree  school  was  finished  in  1917, 
as  was  the  Scudamore  building  and  the  Sexton 
Manufacturing  Co.,  now  occupied  by  the  Four  Sis- 
ters Manufacturing  Co. 

The  post  office  block  on  North  Main  street  was 
erected  in  1918.  In  1919  the  First  National  Bank 
building  was  completed,  along  with  the  Masonic 
temple,  the  Catholic  Sister's  Home,  and  the  Catho- 
lic school. 

The  Flora  volunteer  fire  department  was  organi- 
zed in  March  1921.  It  had  31  members  and 
through  the  years  has  earned  the  reputation  of  be-

ing  one  of  the  most  efficient  departments  in  the 
country.  Until  his  passing.  Chief  E.  D.  Yeck  was 
the  oldest  fire  chief  in  the  United  States. 

In  1934  oil  was  discovered  near  Clay  City  and 
Flora  immediately  became  a  center  for  area  oil  ac- 
tivity. Many  people  from  other  states  moved  into 
the  community  and  they  became  loyal  and  civic 
minded  citizens.  With  the  oil  came  such  major 
industries  as  the  Dowel  I  Chemical  Co.  and  the 
Halliburton  Co.,  along  with  many  associated  busi- 
nesses. Oil  and  the  people  who  bring  it  to  the 
consumer  have  contributed  much  to  the  prosperity 
and  community  development  of  Flora. 

In  addition  to  oil,  farm  income  has,  through  the 
years,  contributed  much  to  the  economic  stability 
of  Flora.  It  still  provides  much  of  the  wealth  of 
the  area  and  is  a  major  source  of  income  to  the 
city.

The  Boy  Scout  movement  was  introduced  to 
Flora  as  early  as  1918,  when  Jesse  H.  Harrison 
organized  Troop  No.  1 ,  oldest  troop  in  what  is  now 
the  Buffalo  Trace  Council,  comprising  12  counties. 
Troop  One  started  with  three  assistant  scoutmas- 
ters and  33  boys,  it  has  had  17  different  scout- 
masters and  produced  the  first  Eagle  Scout  here. 

Later  Troops  No.  Two,  Three,  Four,  and  Eight 
were  organized,  with  many  ups  and  downs,  and 
today  there  are  two  Scout  troops  and  two  Cub 
Scout  Packs  functioning,  with  a  total  of  140  boys 
in  the  four  units.  The  first  Cub  Pack  was  organ- 
ized in  1933. 

There  have  also  been  Sea  Scouts  and  Air  Scouts 
in  separate  patrols,  and  probably  eight  Eagle  Scouts 
have  reached  the  top  in  Scoutdom. 

Four  Scouts  from  Flora  attended  the  National 
Jamboree  at  the  Irvine  Ranch  in  California  last 
year,  and  several  boys  are  now  working  on  their 
Eagle  tests. 

Early  scout  troops  were  registered  directly  with 
the  National  Council  and  there  are  indications  that 
a  troop  was  in  existance  as  early  as  1914. 

In  1928  the  Flora  Troop  became  a  part  of  the 
Ambraw-Wabash  Area  Council,  and  this  name  was 
changed  to  the  Buffalo  Trace  Council  this  year.

The  Girl  Scout  movement  in  Flora  is  relatively 
new,  but  its  record  of  growth  and  community  ser- 
vice is  noteworthy.  It  has  progressed  from  three 
lone  troops  to  a  Council  of  ninety  members,  which 
serves  thirteen  troops,  two  hundred  nine  Scouts, 
and  thirty  adult  leaders. 

Plans  were  begun  in  1943  to  organize  a  local 
Council,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  minister  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  Rev.  Heideman,  the  first 
governing  body  was  set  up,  headed  by  Mrs.  W.  F. 
Bennett.  With  the  assistance  of  business-men 
and  women,  churches,  schools,  and  lodges,  new 
troops  were  formed.  Scout  Haven  became  a  reality, 
and  an  increasing  stream  of  interested  people  made 
it  possible  for  every  girl  in  Flora  to  be  a  Girl  Scout. 

The  Girl  Scout  Board  has  been  led  by  Mrs.  J.  W. 
Rudy,  who  followed  Mrs.  W.  F.  Bennett  in  office, 
and  Mrs.  Ted  Large,  whose  unexpired  term  is  be- 
ing filled  by  Mrs.   Herman  Hardy. 

Space  does  not  permit  mention  of  all  who  have 
contributed    money,    time,     and     thought     to     their 
growth,  but  the  Girl  Scouts  of  Flora  stand  as  a  tri- 
bute to  the  community  that  sustains  them.

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R.  S.  JONES  was  born  in  Xenia.  June  20.  1871. 
During  the  earlier  part  of  his  life  he  traveled  many 
years  for  International  Harvester  Company.  Later, 
he  served  two  terms  in  the  Illinois  State  Legisla- 
ture, from  191  1  to  1915;  is  a  former  chief  factory 
inspector  of  the  State  of  Illinois;  was  employed  as 
field  secretary  for  the  Illinois  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, and  is  a  former  executive  secretary  of  the 
Flora  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

C.  O.  LEWIS,  (1869-1938),  was  born  in  Stanford 
Township,  near  Flora,  and  spent  his  entire  life  in 
Clay  County.  Mr.  Lewis  probably  helped  with  the 
education  of  more  Flora  young  people  than  any 
other  one  person,  having  served  as  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  13  years,  and,  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  was  in  his  20th  year  as  superintendent 
of  the  Flora  Grade  Schools. 

WILLIAM  F.  CHANEY  (1874-1940).  was  a  na- 
tive-born resident  of  Flora,  who  spent  his  entire 
life  here.  F^e  was  owner  and  manager  of  a  grocery 
store,  as  well  as  a  butcher,  but  he  was  best  known 
for  his  Cyclone  Band — an  outstanding  and  promin- 
ent musical  aggregation  during  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury. A  talented  musician  himself,  Mr.  Chaney's 
band  was  trained  to  perfection,  and  its  weekly 
concerts  were  among  the  highlights  of  Flora  dur- 
ing that  era.

GENERAL  LEWIS  B.  PARSONS,  (1818-1907)  was 
one  of  Flora's  most  prominent  and  best-known 
perscns.  He  came  from  the  East,  having  been  born 
in  Genesee  County,  New  York,  following  the  rail- 
road on  its  western  expansion.  During  the  Civil 
war,  he  was  made  a  colonel  by  President  Abraham 
Lincoln,  because  of  his  uncanny  ability  to  speed  up 
Ihe  mcvem2nts  of  the  troops  and  animals  of  the 
Union  Army,  by  boat  or  by  rail.  Later,  became  an 
c-.ttcrney  for  the  St.  Louis  banking  firm  of  Page  and 
Bacon,  then  engaged  in  building  the  O.  and  M. 
(now  B.  and  O.)  railroad.  On  one  of  his  many 
business  trips  for  that  company,  he  saw  a  beautiful 
stretch  of  unbroken  prairie  near  the  hamlet  of 
Flora,  which  immediately  captured  his  fancy.  This 
tract  of  land,  containing  2,800  acres  was  purchas- 
ed by  him  and  developed  into  a  modern  farm, 
which  he  named  Elmwood.  Except  for  short  inter- 
ludes spent  away  from  his  home  on  business,  he 
reared  his  family  and  spent  the  greater  part  of  his 
life  at  this  beautiful  country  estate  near  Flora. 

C.  S.  CUNNINGHAM  (1870-1934),  was  a  former 
Flora  Mayor,  was  among  the  city's  early  and  prom- 
inent businessmen.  He  succeeded  his  father,  John 
M.  Cunningham,  in  the  jewelry  business,  in  which 
he  remained  for  several  years.  Later  in  life,  he 
relinquished  this  business,  to  travel  for  a  bank  lock 
inspection   company.

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JOHN  H.  THROCMORTON  was  bom  in  Carter- 
ville,  Illinois  Oct.  I,  1885.  In  1909,  he  moved  to 
Flora,  where  he  since  has  operated  one  of  Southern 
Illinois'  most  popular  drugstores.  He  generally  is 
known  as  the  "Father  of  Flora  Tennis,  "  having  en- 
couraged many  local  youngsters  to  take  up  that 
game,  which  he  himself  has  played  for  more  than 
50  years.  He  is  also  an  enthusiast  and  authority 
on  all  other  typss  of  sports,  to  such  an  extent  that 
his  drugstore  is  known  as  Flora's  unofficial  sports- 
men's headquarters.  To  him  goes  much  of  the 
credit  for  the  city's  sports-minded.  A  number  of 
younger  people  also  have  been  helped  on  to  careers 
in  the  professional  world  through  his  efforts  and 
interests. 


GEORGE  JEFFERSON  PRICE,  (1853-1932),  was  a 
former  civic  leader  and  mayor  of  Flora  for  12  years, 
from  1915  to  1927.  During  his  administration,  the 
city  light  plant  was  remodeled,  city  waterworks  ex- 
tended, considerable  other  improvements  made, 
and,  at  the  end  of  his  term  in  office,  the  city  had 
,?ll  bills  D?id,  and  was  considerable  money  ahead. 
He  was  the  father  of  Clarence  V,  Price,  now  living 
in  New  York,  who  has  never  lost  interest  in  his 
native  city  of  Flora,  and  has  been  a  100  per  cent 
booster  of  the  Flora  Centennial. 


HARLAND  D.  FRIEND,  (1891-1946),  was  a  na- 
tive of  Flora,  who  spared  no  time  or  effort  toward 
any  civic  project,  or  in  any  move  designed  to  aid 
the  growth  and  progress  of  Flora.  At  the  time  of 
his  death,  he  was  serving  as  secretary  of  the  Flora 
Mutual  B.  L.  &  H.  Association.  He  was  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Flora  Fire  Department,  and  a  past  com- 
mander of  the  local  American  Legion  Post,  in  addi- 
tion to  his  church  and  lodge  work.  He  was  the  son 
of  the  late  Mr  and  Mrs.  T.  J.  Friend,  early  Flora 
residents. 

CHARLES  H.  GREENWOOD,  (1871-19461,  was  a 
native  of  Flora,  born  near  east  city  limits.  For  a 
number  of  years,  he  was  engaged  in  the  restaurant 
business,  his  cafe  having  been  the  popular  eating- 
place  of  B.  and  O.  Railroad  employes.  For  several 
years,  he  served  as  city  clerk,  and  later  as  Flora 
postmaster,  holding  that  position  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  He  was  one  of  those  who  helped  secure 
Charley  Brown  Memorial  Park  for  the  city  of  Flora. 

DR.  NORTON  W.  BOWMAN,  (1871-1948),  was 
one  of  Flora's  earlier  doctors,  whose  interests  and 
activities  in  a  wide  variety  of  civic,  fraternal  and 
charitable  fields  are  a  Flora  tradition.  He  was  a 
former  American  Legion  Commander,  having  been 
a  vet-ran  of  World  War  I.

E.  D.  (Uncle  Fay)  YECK  (1857-1948),  served  for 
27  years  as  chief  of  the  Flora  Volunteer  Fire  De- 
partment. When  he  died,  he  was  still  active  in 
this  capacity,  and  was  nationally  known  as  the 
oldest  fire  chief  in  the  United  States.  He  was  be- 
loved, respected  by  every  resident  of  Flora,  as  well 
as  all  the  firemen.  For  many  years  he  followed 
his  trade  as  a  barber,  having  been  a  partner  with  his 
brother,  W.  VV.  Yeck,  in  opening  one  of  the  city's 
first  barber  shops. 

EDWARD  MANN  is  a  life-long  resident  of  Flora, 
who  was  born  here  Oct.  24,  1882.  For  a  half-a- 
century,  he  actively  managed  the  Dale  Mann  and 
Co.,  drygoods  store,  which  was  founded  by  his 
father.  Dale  Mann,  and  is  now  operated  by  his 
sons,  P.  E.  and  E.  W.  Mann.  He  is  a  former  city 
commissioner,  and  has  served  for  many  years  as  a 
director  of  the  Flora  Mutual  B.  L  and  H.  Ass'n., 
a  position  he  still  holds. 

CHARLES  E.  HEMPHILL  was  born  Julv  23,  1877 
in  Sparta,  Illinois,  but  for  many  years  has  been  a 
resident  of  Flora.  He  is  the  president  of  First  Na- 
tional Bank,  and  has  gained  wide  recognition  for 
his  speaking  ability.  For  many  years,  he  has  taught 
the  Men's  Class  of  the  Methodist  Church,  among 
the   largest  Sunday  school   classes   in  the  city. 


DR.  DELYTE  W.  MORRIS  is  a  native  of  Xenia,  Clay 
County,  Illinois,  and  was  graduated  from  high 
school  in  Flora.  He  is  currently  serving  as  presi- 
dent of  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale, 
having  previously  been  director  of  the  Speech  and 
Hearing  Clinic  at  Ohio  State  Universitiy. 

MRS,  RECINA  BUCKLEH,  is  a  comparative  new- 
comer to  Flora,  but  has  given  unstintedly  of  her 
time  to  civic  enterprises.  Owner  and  operator  of 
the  Four  Sisters  Manufacturing  Co.,  she  is  chair- 
man of  the   industrial  committee  of  Flora  C.  of  C. 


JERRY  BOWMAN,  (1877-1951),  was  born  in 
DesMoines,  la.,  but  came  to  Flora  as  a  child.  In 
later  life,  he  owned  and  operated  a  hardware  store, 
during  which  time  his  devotion  to  civic  duty  is  a 
legend   in  the  annals  of  history. 

J.  C.  SCUDAMORE  (1872-1948)  is  a  native  of 
Wayne  County,  who  moved,  at  an  early  age  to 
Flora,  where  most  of  his  life  was  spent.  He  owned 
and  operated  one  of  the  city's  earliest  and  largest 
department  stores,  which  is  still  in  existence  under 
the  management  of  his  son,  R.  H.  Scudamore.  He 
was  also  active  in  civic  circles,  and  in  C.  of  C.  af- 
fairs.

COL.  RANDOLPH  SMITH,  (1849-1924),  was 
born  in  Marion  County,  moving  to  Clay  County  as 
a  young  man.  to  accept  a  position  as  a  deputy  in 
the  circuit  clerk's  office.  He  received  his  title  of 
"colonel  when  he  was  serving  on  the  staff  of 
Governor  Dennen,  in  the  same  capacity  in  which 
he  served  both  Governors  Tanner  and  Yates.  A 
real  estate  man  and  a  banker,  he  was  one  of  the 
most  influential  and  colorful   men  in  Clay  County. 

ROBLEY  V.  STEPHENS,  (1895-1944),  was  born 
in  Fairfield,  but  moved  to  Flora  in  early  youth. 
His  was  a  life  of  unselfish  devotion  to  mankind 
and  service  to  others.  He  was  Flora  chief  of  police 
for  many  years,  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department, 
and  a  past  commander  of  the  local  American  Le- 
gion Post,  having  been  a  veteran  of  World  War  1. 
During  World  War  II,  he  served  faithfully  and 
conscientiously  as  chairman  of  the  Clay  County 
Selective  Service  Board. 

CHARLES  C.  SNYDER,  SR.,  (1898-1952),  spent 
most  of  his  life  in  Flora,  having  been  born  nearby 
in  Stanford  Township.  In  addition  to  his  work  in 
the  First  Christian  Church,  he  served  at  various 
times  on  Flora  school  boards,  was  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Flora  Rotary  Club,  a  former  commission- 
er of  the  City  of  Flora,  and  was  acting  postmaster 
for  several  years  during  World  War    II. 


T.  B.  GREENLAW,  (1847-1923),  was  a  native  of 
Maine,  who,  with  his  parents  first  migrated  west  to 
Joliet,  Illinois.  After  teaching  at  nearby  Elwood 
for  six  years,  he  was  appointed  superintendent  of 
the  city  schools  of  Flora,  where  most  of  the  re- 
mainder of  his  life  was  spent.  He  was  best  and 
most  extensively  known  for  his  constant  and  dili- 
gent work  to  stimulate  and  further  education. 
Along  this  line,  he  was  the  author  of  several  text 
books,  as  well  as  being  the  founder  and  guiding 
spirit  of  the  Orchard  City  Business  College,  Flora's 
first  and  only  college.  This,  he  established  in 
1890,  and  operated  it  until  the  early  1 920's.  He 
also  served  one  term,  from  1894  to  1898,  as  coun- 
ty superintendent  of  schools,  and  was  a  former  edi- 
tor and  co-owner  with  his  son,  Lowell  of  the  Clay 
County  Record,  first  published  in  1898,  and  later 
the  Southern  Illinois  Journal  Record,  when  the  two 
papers  consolidated  in  1903.  At  the  time  of  his 
death,  he  was  working  on  an  invention,  "The  Won- 
Dip  Pen,"  whose  principle  now  has  been  adopted 
by  other  manufacturers. 

HARVEY  W.  SHRINER,  (1861-1952),  a  native  of 
Flora,  was  numbered  among  the  first  lawyers  of 
Clay  County.  He  served  as  state's  attorney  for  six 
consecutive  terms,  in  addition  to  holding  a  num- 
ber of  other  civic  and  political  posts. 
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CHARLEY  F,  BROWN,  (1862-1934),  was  born  in 
Stanford  Township,  Clay  County,  the  son  of  Pearley 
P.  Brown,  a  pioneer  who  had  migrated  to  Clay 
County  from  Vinton  County,  Ohio,  and  Clarissa 
Dunkle-Brown.  Mr.  Brown  was  a  prominent  land- 
owner and  stockman,  whose  widespread  interests 
included  an  outstanding  civic  devotion.  He  con- 
tributed much  to  the  growth  and  progress  of  Flora, 
and  it  is  in  his  honor  that  Flora's  beautiful  Charley 
Brown  Memorial  Park  was  named  and  dedicated. 
The  generosity  and  cooperation  of  his  widow,  Mrs. 
Minn  L.  Hanna-Brown,  who  still  resides  in  Flora, 
made  it  possible  for  Flora  to  secure  this  popular 
recreational  spot. 

H.  F.  PIXLEY,  a  native  of  Clay  County,  was  born 
in  1869  in  Pixley  Township,  which  was  named  for 
his  father,  the  late  Osman  Pixley.  Mr.  Pixley  served 
as  president  of  Flora's  First  National  Bank  from 
1910  until  he  retired  in  1950,  and  is  now  presi- 
dent of  the  board.  For  more  than  50  years,  he  has 
been  a  director  of  the  Flora  Mutual  B.  L.  and  H. 
Association,  and  Flora  Carnegie  Library,  to  mention 
a  few  of  his  widespread  interests  and  activities. 


LOREN  M.  WOOD,  (1868-1941),  was  a  native 
of  Clay  County,  having  been  born  in  Xenia.  He 
became  interested  in  the  publishing  business  as  a 
young  man,  and  pursued  that  career  during  his  en- 
tire life.  After  owning  newspapers  in  Sumner  and 
Toledo,  he  returned  to  his  native  Clay  County,  to 
become  manager  and  editor  of  the  Flora  J:;urnal- 
Record  and  later,  the  Flora  Daily  News-Record, 
after  merging  of  the  two  newspapers.  He  help2d 
to  organize  the  first  Commercial  Club  in  Flora, 
and  served  as  both  its  president  and  secretary,  and 
was  president  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  after 
it  replaced  the  Commercial  Club.  It  was  at  his 
proposal  that  the  Illinois  Hall  cf  Fame  for  editors 
was   established. 


BEN  F.  WINELAND  was  bom  in  Girard,  Macoupm 
County,  Illinois  in  1870.  He  came  to  Flora  as  a 
carpenter,  a  trade  which  he  followed  for  many 
years.  Later,  he  served  as  postmaster  here  for 
seven  vears,  and  is  now  in  his  fourth  term  as  the 
city's  police  magistrate.
